Washington, Nov. 13.—That the 


anthraeit? coal inine owners will re- 
sist to *he utmost 
every effort to 


make the recognition of the United 
Mine Workers of America an issue 
in the arbitration which is now in 
progress is made evident by t!he re- 
plios to the statement of President 
John Mitchell, of the miners' organ- 
ization, which have 'been filed with 
the strike commission. There arc 
five of tteise answers in addition to 
that of Pre£i;d«.nt Baer, which was 
given out yesterday, and all dwell 
with, especial emphasis and marked 
unanimity on this point. They also 
agree in resisting the demands of thft 
miners for an increase of pay for 
piece ..work, a reduction of hours for 
time work and for 
the 
weighing 


rather than the measurement of coal. 


Recorder Wright left for the an- 


thracite regions' today, taking these 
replies with him. In addition to tha 
statement

for the Heading 


company by President Baer, the list 
comprises ill's replies of the Dela- 
ware arid Hudson company, the Dela-

TRU'ESDAI^E'S STATEMENT. 


Th« reply 
for the Deleware and 


Lackaiwanna. company is signed by 
President W. H. Truesdale, who says 
the 
company 
owns 
twenty- 


five anthracite 
collieries and em- 


ploy* 12,000 workmen to this branch, 
of its business.' Mr. Truesdale, like 
Mr. 3a*r, objects to making the rec- 
ognition of the union on« of the is- 
sues to be considered by the commis- 
sion, «aytog that in the proposition 
m»d« by the company for lorbitration 
one of the express conditions waa 
that "th« findings of the commission 
should gwern the condition* of em- 
ployment between it and its em- 
ployw." 
WILL NOT RECOGNIZE UNION. 
He adds: 
"This company unequivocally as- 


serts that it will under no condition 
recognize or enter into any agree- 
ment with the association known as 
the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca, or •Kay branch thereof. Nor 'will 
it permit saiid association or its of- 
ficers to dictate the terms and con- 
dition* under which it shall conduct 
its business." 


Referring to the recent strike, Mr. 


Truesdale says that h« is reliably in- 
formed that 80 per cent, of its em- 
ployes were opposed to the strike, 
tout were forced to enter upon it by 
a majority vote of the mine workers 
in other fields. Mr. Truesdale .fol- 
lows closely the lines of Mr. Baer's 
argument as to the dissimilarity be- 
tween' the -work in the anthracite 
mines and that in bituminous mines. 
He declares that it is impossible to 
adopt a uniform rate to fce paid to 
the miner for a unit of coal mined 
at all mines. The declaration also is 
made that the anthracite miners, as 
a rule, do not work as many hours 
a day as do the bituminous miners, 
and the opinion is advanced that if 
the wages of the anthracite miners 
had been less than that of other 
workiBgmen they would have found 
employment elsewhere, which, they 
aid not do. On the .point of general 
prosperity, lie says that "prior to the 
introduction of agitators and mis- 
chief makers, t(he anthracite workers 
were on an average as prosperous, 
comfortable and contented as 'any 
;body of workers in similar employ- 
ment in this country." The wages, it 
is added, «tre such that frugal •em- 
ployes h»ve saved a substantial 
amount every year. 
CANNOT 'REDUCE HOURS. 


Mr. Truesdale resists the demand 


for a reduction, of 20 pel- cent, in 
hours of labor, saying that no such 
branch of 'business employing thous- 
ands of men can tope to 'compete 
successfully in mtarkets of the world 
if its hours of labor are restricted, 
He declares that there is no unjust 
discrimination in. the weighing of 
coal, as it is measured rather than 
weighed, and he asserts that the de- 
mand is "out of all reason and us ef- 
fect, so far as thii* company is con- 
cerned, is ft demand for an: additional 
increase in th* wages now paid min- 
ers of from 5 to 40 per cent." 
The 


present method of measurement is 
declared to be the result of 
long 


u&ag* »nd f»ir to all concerned; 


?r««i4«Ht Olj-plwintj of the 


ware and Hudson •company, in his re- 
ply, declares that the wages .paid by 
his company 'are just 'and adequate. 
He also says that "those of its em- 
ployes who perform contract or piece 
work, as a matter of their own 'voli- 
tion, work only about six hours a day 
and take numerous (holidays without 
the consent or approval of this re- 
spondent, and. their earnings, by 
'hours of actual work are, therefore, 
much 'higher tham those in any sim- 
ilar employment." 


DENIES ALL ALLEGATIONS. 
Denial is m'ade of all the allega- 


tions in connection with the demand 
for shorter hours, and it is contended 
that such 
a reduction necessarily 


would increase 
the 
price of JCWal, 


While admitting that the mine 'own- 
ers sell their coal by the ton, h« says 
that the; cool thus sold is a very dif- 
ferent article from that taken out of 
the mine. Hence hie contends against 
the change from the present system 
of payment to that of paying by the 
ton. 


President Olyphaiit also takes ex- 


ception to the proposition to larbitrate 
the question of the recognition of the 
miners' union. This proposition is 
placed on the ground that the organ- 
ization seeks to control the entire 
fuel supply of the country; that as 
the union is unincorporated it is in- 
capable of making ia 'binding con- 
tract, and that the association has 
shown its inability to control its own 
members. He says his company has 
no desire to discriminate 
against 


members of the .union. 


WHAT FOWLER SAYS. 


President T. P. Fowler speaks for 


the Scramton Coal company, 'and; the 
Elk Hill Co>al and Iron, company. He 
soys they own ten collieries and work 
5,OOO men. He asserts that if the 
average wage earned' by the anthra- 
cite piece workers is less than that 
paid to workers in other employment, 
it is 'because "they fix their own 
hours of labor and the 'amount of 
their earnings without any regard 
for the interests or wishes of their 
employers, and In total disregard' of 
the earnings and 
welfare of every 


other class of employes." 


He declares that the men in the 


mines do not work to exceed' four or 
five hours a'day. All other charges 
made by Mr. Mitchell are combatted 
and on the question of miners' un- 
KuiB, 3Lr. Puwier says: 


"We deny that, agreements 'between 


employers and employes 
through 


worklngmeu's 
organizations 
"are 


beneficial and successful in the bitu- 
minous coal fields or elsewhere, 'and 
assert that any such agreement as 
a method of regulating production 
would be and is injurious to the best 
interests of the public." 


The statements made for tSie Le- 


high Valley and tlie Pennsylvania 
companies cover the same ground as 
the other statements.

train and the president had a clear 
field for his constitutional. 


The train 'left at 10:41 for ths west 


and »s it pulled out the crowd cheered 
heartily. The president came out on 
the back platform and waved good- 
bye.

JURY GIVES HIM HIS HARD 


WON FREEDOM. 


Verdict Is Reabhed After One Bil- 


lot—Man Accused c.f Murder 


Is Set Free. 


Hew York, NOT. 12.—Roland B. 


Molineux, after once being doomed 
to electrocution, for tlhe death of Mrs. 
Catherine J. Adams, was acquitted 
yesterday afternoon, on Hiis second 
trial. It took the jury but four min- 
utes to casb one silent, secret ballot, 
which was unKUiinwus for a verdict 
of "not guilty.'' 


On motion of the district attorney, 


Moliweux -was discharged. 
He stood 


with his knees toalf bent as he heard 
the words of freedom, and finally was 
allowed to .fight Ihis way to the first 
breath of air untainted by the 'odor 
of a prison that -had reached 'his nos- 
trils for nearly four years. Mo'Jneux, 
accompanied by Iris father, went to 
the tombs to pack up 'his personal be- 
longings. 


A scene unprecedented in. the his- 


tory of criminal trials in tills city 
took place in the corridors of the 
criminal courts building when the 
pallid prisoner 
came forth a free

and the galleries. A jostling, dis- 
courteous mob cirai-med the floor. As 
Molineux appeared there was a rush 
for him that reminded observers of 
the rush of a football team.

were knocked down and1 trampled 
under foot. Molineux was compelled 
to run at the top of (his speed to es- 
cape the icrowd, whi'ch then formed 
in the narrow outside the entrance to 
the building.

Molineux left the Tombs at 4:20 


o'clock and 
entered a carriage to 


drive to his -waiting mother in Brook- 
lyn. 


When the carriage arrived at his 


father's 
home at 117 Fort Green 


place, Molineux was the first to jump 
out and ran up the stoop. Extra edi- 
tions of newspapers, telling o* -his 
liberty, had been colled cut in Fort 
Green place by boys some minutes 
before the carriage arrived and all 
the neighbors, t-xpecting that 
he 


would visit his mother at once, were 
waiting for him. They dheered him 
as die went up the steps. Molineux 
was met at the front door by his 
mother. She already knew that he 
was free, and, despite the fact .tlhat 
she was ill tond unable to leave Uie 
house, she liad gone downstairs to 
meet her SDH. 


Mother and boy clcspe'd each other 


tenderly and both wept with joy. IT: 
was the first time fhiat tears had been 
seen in the young men's eyes.

REPORTS ORDER PROSPEROUS 


RECOMMENDS LAWS FOB THE 


FARMERS' NEEDS. 


Lansing, Midi., Nov. 12.—Gran'd 


Master Aaron Jones, of South Bend, 
IncL, called the annual meeting of 
the National Orange to order in Rep- 
resentative hall at the state capitol 
today. 
After th« appointment of a 


credentials 
committee, the Grange 


immediately adjourned until this aft- 
ernoon, •when Grand 
Master Jones 


read his aunual 'address. In it Ih* 
dealt with many of the important 
questions of the hour. Delegates 
from twenty-six states are attending 
the meeting ami they will be in ses- 
sion until late next week. 


GRAND MASTER'S 'ADDRESS. 
In 'his annual rjd'dress Grand Mas- 


ter Jones congratulated the or-ler 011 
the wonderful degree of prosperity 
it has enjoyed during the past year. 
An important part of the work of 
the order, he declared, was to m.ijte 
the •farming industry more import- 
ant 'and profitable 'and expressed taie 
opinion tJuit the cost of production 
can'be reduced from 10 to 25 per cent 
and the aggregate production of tdie 
farms of the United States increased 
from 50 to 100 per c«nt by tflie \idop- 
tlon of the best methods. 


The causes of present unsatisfac- 


tory conditions were said to ibe many 
and Grand Master Jones enumerated 
excessive charges and 'discrimination 
in transportation, exorbitant storage 
charges, large commission s'hortag-es, 
unequal taxation, local and national 
dealing in options 011 'boards of trade, 
trusts, adulteration of food products, 
official oppressive severity. Many of 
these causes were Said to be fostered 
<ind protected by legislative enact- 
ment. 


Farmers were advised to provide 


for the sale of their products in such 
manner as -will secure to them what 
justly belongs to them and to this 
end Grand Master Jones recommend- 
ed that the farmer should never lose 
control of 'his property until it Is 
needed for consumption. 


MANY RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The following recommend'ations In 


the line of natiorM legislation were 
made: 


The extension of free rural mail de- 


livery so as to place it on a par with 
the delivery in, titles; postal savings 
banks; election of United Stales sen- 
ators by the people; 'a 'Constitutional 
amendment giving congress power 
to regulate and control trusts am'd 
other combinations; enlargement of 
the powers of interstate Commerce 
commission: regulation of the use of 
shoddy; pure food laws; provision for 
the extension of markets for products 
equally -with manufactured articles; 
enactment of an anti-trust law clear- 
ly 'defining what 'acts on the part of 
any corporation would be detrimental 
to public welfare; speedy construc- 
tion of Wie Nicaragua canal by the 
United fa, ates; speedy construction of 
a Ship canal connecting the Missis- 
sippi river with the great laker, and 
the latter with the Atlantic ocean.

gave prodigious republican majori- 
ties ia the last two presidential cam- 
paigns and has elected republican 
governors at every state election since 
the democrats carried it last in 1892, 
almost reversed itself. A most phe- 
nomenal democratic yote was polled 
in New York city and if democratic 
districts up the state had delivered 
the majorities e» pected, Coler's elec- 
tion would liave>jeen secure. In the 
west 
Montana, 
"Wyoming, 
Idaho, 


Washington and Utah, and farther 
east, Nebraska and Kansas, gave re- 
publican majorities more or less largo. 
The distinct democratic gains have 
been in. the eastern states that begin- 
ning with 1898, have been over- 
whelmingly republican, 


A LESSQK FBOM DISASTER, 


The Allen county democracy 
has 


never in its history, we believe, suf- 
fered so severely as it did in last 
Tuesday's elections. In Wayne town- 
ship the republicans made a clean 
sweep, winning by substantial major- 
ities all along the line, and in the 
county five democrats fell before the 
onslaught of the foe. It is our opin- 
ion that the mistakes and blunders 
of the republican management alone 
saved the entire county ticket, with 
possibly one exception, from going 
down in defeat. The attack on tlie 
family of one of the democratic can- 
didates certainly provoked a large 
number of democrats to straight sup- 
port of the party nominees, whereas, 
otherwise they doubtless would have 
made common cause with those of 
their party brethren who -broke for 
the nonce from the party ranks.

He is coming to consider 
the (character and not the politics of 
candidates as of paramount import- 
ance. The party that puts upon its 
ticket the "best men win be the party 
that lands the independent vote. 


Dissatisfaction with the democratic 


ticket was not the sole cause of tine 
severe jolt the party received in this 
county. The drift was against the 
democracy -and we believe there has 
been an unusual increase in the re- 
publican vote in the city due to 
growth of population. But the re- 
turns from the country make clear 
the fact that democrats in large num- 
bers were voting against the party 
candidates. 


Tihe democracy of Allen county is 


not wrecked. -"We do not believe it is 
badly crippled. Its usefulness is not 
at an end. On the contrary greater 
and higher usefulness is its mission.

THE SPECIAL LAW. 


:An act approved March 6, 1899. 
'Sefction 1. Be It enacted by the 


general assembly of the state of In- 
diana, that iu townships having 
therein the principal paxt of cities 'of 
not less than thirty-five thousand 
[35,000) and not more than sixty 
thousan'd 
(60,OOO) population, ac- 


cording to the United States census 
of 1890, the number of justices of 
the peace shall be two aud no nwre. 


"Section 2. The justices tof the 


peace elected in such townships -after 
he taking effect of this act, shall 
ceep their respective offices in subh 
)lace as may be designated, by the 
commissioners of such county, etc. 


f- * -Pr-ovided that the jus- 


ices of the peace now in onice in such 
.ownships shall hold their offices dur- 
ng the time -for which they have 
been elected." 


Section 3 provides for the taxing 


of the -usual costs and fees whildh 
shiall be paid into the township treas- 
ury and. section 4 provides for the 
usual penalty for failing to collect 
and pay over the fees as designates. 


"Section 5. Justices of the peace 


elected and qualified in such town- 
ships after the taking effect of this 
ict, in lieu of all fees and other com- 
pensation, shall receive the follow- 
ing compensation for their services, 
and n'o other: $1,000 per smnuni, 
payable quarterly by the trustees of 
such townships, on the 31st day of 
March, the 30th day of June, the 
30th <d'ay of September and the 31st 
lay of December in each year, out of 
:he township treasury." 


WHAT MS. BAEEETT SAYS. 
County Attorney Barrett h-as not 


ret given an official opinion upon the 
question, but said to The Sentinel 
ihat he -believed the act quoted above 
;o be unconstitutional. 
He bases his 


unofficial opinion, -upon the insertion 
of the clause in the act which not 
only designates the number of the 
population, but definitely says that 
the bastis must 'be upon the census of 
L890, which, he says, makes the act 
distinctly one of class legislation. 


"The tendency of our supreme 


courts," said Mr. Barrett, "has lately 
been to overcome the evils of class 
egislation and many decisions Iiave 
been made to illustrate the intention 
of the court to equalize the laws and 
prevent the possibility of any section 
or community from taking advantage 
if ambiguity or even trickery in the 
construction of acts. 
Now, then, 


when this act was passed there were 
only two townships in the state 
which came under the act, namely, 
:he one in which Fort Wayne is sit- 
uated and the one in which Evant- 
ville is situated and therefore thi 
legislation was for these two cities 
only. 
South Bend, Terre Haute, 


Muncie nor any of the rapidly grow- 
ing cities in the state can never take 
advantage of this act although they 
may now 'have more than 35,000 aui 
less than 60,000 population. .You 
the act provides and specifies accord- 
ing: to the census of 1890, and that 
I believe makes the law unconsti- 
tutional." 


Other attorneys coincide with Mr 


Barrett and if the courts hold w'ui 
the Fort Wayne gentlemen there will 
remain but one thing to do and thai 
will be to commission both Justices 
France and Tancey. And further, if 
the act is unconstitutional, all its 
provisions will fall with the act and 
the justices will work under the fee 
system as heretofore and no salary 
compensation can attach to the office

a prayer of dedication by the 'Rev. 
Morgan Dbc, rector of Trinity idhurch. 
An address of 'welcome ;by Morris K. 
Jessupj president of the chamber, 
followed, and then the oration of the 
day was delivered by Former Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland. 


MR'. -CLEVELAND'S ADDRESS. 
Former President Cleveland said 


in part: 


"It need not surprise us if t'he pop-

ELIOT ASSAILS METHODISTS 


THE PRESIDENT OF HARVARD 


CAUSES A STIR. 


Says Preachers are Given Too Much 


to the Emotional—Dr. Brady 


Defends His Church. 


Boston, 'Mass., Nov. 4.—President 


Charles W. Eliot, of Harvard col- 
lege, upon invitation, -addressed the 
regular weekly meeting of Metho- 
dist preachers of Boston' and vicinity 
yesterday, and (his remarks in criti- 
cism of -Metho'dism. caused a sensa- 
tion and are likely to bring down 
upon his head 
stoarp 
replies from 


Meth'o'dists tihtraTigSiout the country. 


He began by 'referring to the work 


of education 'as toeing- nearly "akin 
to the work of the church, and in 
tihis connection said it was a lament- 
able fact that the influence of the 
church was beginning1 to decline se- 
riously in this country. 


"In the last thirty years," he said, 


1. have tried to teach that the test 
of work is that it is enjoyable. 
I 


believe that is 
•fhe test. 
I value 


hig'hly the distinction (between -work 
and -play. 
When a youth works let 


him work; when. lie. plays let him 
play. 


"Is this 
'principle 
observed 


churches?- Is the Sun'day school the 
place of strenuous 'exertion, on the 
part of the pupils1? 
Is it work or 


play or a mixture of both? I always 
find this mixture au undesirable one. 


TOO MUCH EMOTION. 


^Consider the forms of Christian 


activity. ,As I see them in the va- 
rious churches, their activities seem 
too intellectual and too emotional on 
the part of the preacher and to call 
too little for the work of the recip 
ient of the teaching. 


"At the Sunday 
school I 'don't 


learn that tfie children are working 
actively. 
They only have half an 


hour a week and no other subject 
could be 'dealt with in that way by 
'any pupil. So I distrust the method 
of the Sunday school and the wtti- 
tude of the pupil. He is not called 
upon to produce lanything. 


•"'The emotional side is 'developed, 


perhaps largely in the 
Methodist 


church. 
Is that wholesome for get- 


ting Is'bor out of individuals? 
find it does me no good to get my 
emotions stirred up unless I can do 
something- r.-bout it. 
The church has 


made great efforts to get means to 
apply in young people the force of 
this emotion, 'but has it. been, success- 
ful? 
This means a desirable thin 


to study. 


ilThs church, needs to reconstruct 


the forms of teaching1 children and 
youth. 
For children, 'as 
for 
the 


heathen, it seems impractical to im- 
plant doctrines, principles and im- 
agery drawn from war, figtoting or 
sacrifice. 
Our scriptures contain n 


good deal of warlike imagery. 
One 


of the most repellent ideas to me is 
the phrase 'church militant,' 
It is 


allying the most 
civilizing force 


with the most barbarous. 


KINDNESS OF BUDDHIiSTB. 


"The idea of sacrifice Is barbarous 


in the highest degree,especiailly when 
including the human sacrifice. 
Yet 


the scriptures and religious poetry 
fire filled with it. 
The conception 


of sacrifice and warfare ought to be 
omitted from all teachings for chil- 
dren. 


"The church should leach nntuv.il 


poetry, that of human affection «n«i 


the common sentiments of m?.:ikind. 
The child can li>.u-n this and give it 
out in the family circle, thus bring- 
ing home these sentiments to their 
elders. 
Give the children the Budd- 


hist thoug'hts of kindness to ani- 
mals and of looking xip to nature's 
God through nature, and at 20 let 
them be taught the grave;- matter of 
comparative religion." 


DR. BHADY REPLIES. 


"Rev. Br. James Boyd 
Brady, of 


Worcester, was en his 
feet when 


President Eliot closed and vigorously 
resented the attack on Methodism. 


He said President Eliot's way of 


placing his fhoxig-ht was insidious 
and engaging1; he represented a sys- 
tem that had obtained since the be- 
ginning of the Christian age, though 
he could not endorse 
it nil. 
Dr. 


Brady thought there never was a 
time when the church had so many 
adherents of vigor or was so -widely 
extended as at the present. 
It was 


steadily capturing- the world; it was 
going1 forward and shattering the 
old system of Buddhism and grind- 
ing' into dust the system of Confu- 
cius and all the books of India. 
He 


said he had read and studied as much 
as President Eliot, nud the Metho- 
dists need not he mortified at his 
remarks.

which promise to reduce the terrors 
of scarlet fever as completely as an- 
ti-toxin lias done in the case of diph- 
theria. 


Dr. Oharlton states there is a. mi- 


crocosm in the system of patients 
suffering from severe forms of scar- 
let fever known as the streptococcus. 
It is not the exciting cause of the 
disease and is not present in the light 
cases, but it seems to lead to a sec- 
ondary infection when bnce the dis- 
ease has been contracted, and to be 
argely responsible for the high fever, 
the suppuration of the ear and other 
dangerous symptoms associated with 
ho complaint. 
This organism Dr. Oharlton lias 


combated with a serum prepared un- 
der the direction of Dr. Hubbert, of 
Detroit, 
and its 
success may be 


judged by the fact that of fifteen se- 
vere cases, most of which would un- 
der ordinary treatment have ended 
fatally or at least have suffere'd lin- 
gering and troublesome 
complica- 


tions, thirteen made prompt recover- 
ies almost free from complications.

hundreds of thousands of dollars ar 
being spent for quarters for cavalry 
very little is being used to affor 
shelter for artilleiy, which is expose: 
to severs climates along1 the coasts 
"These troops," says General Miles 
(:are required to be located adjacent 
to the fortifications, notwithstanding 
the exposed position of many of them 
and I see no reason why building's 
should not b& properly constructed 
in time to be occupied 
nvhen it is 


known for years exactly whea-e an-i 
•when they will be required. I also 
call attention to the incomplete con- 
dition of the fortifications, especially 
on. the Pacific coast, wher-fe1 millions 
have been expended in engineering 
and ordnance work, and yet the com- 
mands have not been properly sup- 
plied with 
ammunition, 
electrical 


plants and ether appliances essential 
to the effective use of these fortifica- 
tions in. actual "warfare." 


General Miles says: 
"During the past year there have 


been no serious engagements, except 
that of the troops under Gen. Frank 
D. Baldwin in Mindanao, P. I., with 
the 'Mores. (For the number of men 
engaged this was a very spirited and 
desperate engagement. 
Our forces 


were commanded by one of the most 
experienced and efficient officers of 
the army, whose record has always 
been of the highest order, and 'his 
achievements, together -with that of 
the troops, in this engagement made 
another chapter cf fortitude, tenacity 
and heroic sacrifice in the history 
of American arms.

That is, served the local Baals, which 
were almost as many as tlie Canaanite 
cities. The Baals were-the gods of fer- 
tility, bath, in plant and animal life. 
They were supposed to shine upon and 
water the land and make it fruit fill, and 
their worship was just as much a part 
of farming in, Canaan-as'was preparing1 
the ground and sowing the seed. The 
Hebrews learned how to farm in 
Canaan from the Canaanites. It was- 
natural that, with all the rest, they 
shiould take up the Baal worship, which 
was considered among those peoples- 
the mos,fc important part of farming-. 
At first the Hebrews probably thought 
of Jehovah as their Baal, but soon they 
forgot Him in the fascination of thi's 
sensual Canaanite worship. Instead 
of exterminating the native races, 
tbe Hebrews were being- rapidly ab- 
sorbed into the older 
population. 


Under this less rigorous life and im- 
moral worship, they were weakened, 
oppressed and enslaved by the very 
people for whose religion they hail 
forsaken Jehovah. "The Ashlaroth:" 
Ashtaroth is the plural of Ashtoreth, 
one of the principal Semitic deities.

Is Americo in Fact the Old World? 


A prehistoric man will be broug'ht 


before A jury of the world's eminent 
scientists next week. This case of 
the so-called "Lansing m-an," charg- 
ed with -having lived in 'Kansas dur- 
ing the glacial period, 
consorting 


with the extinct mammoth and rliin- 
ocerous, and finally leaving his bones 
buried 'as fossils in a -hill of gl'abial 
alluvium near Kansas City, will be 
formally 
passel upon in the thir- 


teenth session of the International 
Congress 'of Americanists, which as- 
sembles in New York on Monday. Its 
verdict is expected to be that man 
lived on this continent when the ice 
slheet covered nearly half the area of 
•the tTnited 'States, thousands of years 
before man himself made the first 
vague records of history. 
Evidence 


pointing this way hpas '"been, found 
before now, both in this country and 
in Europe. But the latest testimony 
seems conclusive, -and together with 
other new facts, wihich will be noted 
later, it makes the antiquity of 
Egypt fairly modern. For the pres- 
ent, new America Is the Old .World. 


The Lansing skelton Completes a 


chain of evidence whose earlier links 
have been found in the glacial -grav- 
els of the Delaware valley at Tren- 
ton, N. J., in Ohio and at Little 
Falls, Minn. 
The skelton, lacking 


the,ribs and most of the vertebrae, 
was found <at the end of a seventy- 
two foot horizontal tunnel cut iu the 
side of a ravine iu the Missouri val- 
ley for a fruit storag-e cave.

rates flowing through ths midst o£ 
the metropolis and cutting the city 
in twain. Along lie -wharves of this 
river wore doily heard the cries of 
the sailors unloading from the ships 
cargoes of merchandise and food- 
stuffs, as well as the gold and silver 
and myrrh and precious stones im- 
ported from other lands. In the cen- 
ter of the capital we can also see 
wliexe the engineers have gathered 
the waters of this mighty river into 
a, large artificial lake, forty miles 
square.

hall, where Belshazzar. the king of 
the Chaldeans, is giving a great feast 
to a thousand lords of his kingdom. 
He is giving this feast tonight in a 
hall decorated with the trophies of 
conquest, and the triumphs of art; 
with the air rhythmic with song and 
redolent with incense; with the faces 
of his dead ancestors pictured upon 
the walls or chiseled by the sculptors 
in marble of purest white. 
He is 


giving this feast in a banquet hall 
where the 
sandaled 
foot strikes 


mosaic floor or sinks into softest rug; 
where, under the lig'ht, the precious 
stones spa-rkle and gleam, as the jew- 
eled hand of an aristocrat pushes 
back the tapestry or lifts the golden 
chalice to the lip. The king is giv- 
ing- this drunken feast to show his 
contempt for the besieging army of 
Cyras, the Great, v.<hic-:i, for nearly 
two long years, had fruitlessly laid 
siege to his capital, that seemed im- 
pregnable. 


But at last, in this banquet hall at 


this famous feast, when tne intoxi- 
cated eye became more brilliant than 
the diamonds 
glittering- 
upon the 


naked 
throats of ths 
assembled 


guests, and the flushed check rc.-lder 
than the wine cup, there appeared a 
marvelous sight. Out of space there 
stretched a hand—an armless, bodi- 
less hand. 
And with the finger of 


this strange hand for a pen. a hidden 
power writes there awful words of 
doom upon the wall of that banquet 
hall. It is to interpret 0112 of those 
words, '-tekel," which moans, '-Thou

preaching this sermon. I preach 
llpon this one word, because these 


i he would weigh the life of an

brutal African cannibal, 


taug-ht from the days of his youth 
that it was right and honorable to 
eat the roasted flesh of his captives 
and slaves. God placed in one of the 
scales of his balances all Bels-hazznr's 
infinite opportunities for doing good 
as the mig-hty ruler of the wealthiest 
capital of the east. 
God placed 


that one scale all Belshazzar's 'oppor- 
tunities for knowing and learning 
about the true God and bis divine 
love. 
Belshazzar was not, as some 


suppose, the heathen 
ruler of 


heathen nation. He was the grand- 
son of the Nebuchadnezzar 
whose 


famous prime minister fwas Daniel, 
the mighty man of God. In nil 
probability he had heard from Dan- 
iel's own lips the commandments of 
the God of the Jews and liow that 
God had protected the prophet and 
closed the mouths of the hungry wild 
beasts when his servant was thrown 
into the lion's den. Daniel, at the 
time of which. I speak, was about 
eighty years of age. He could have 
testified, and in all probability did 
testify, to Belshnzzar 'how the love of 
the true Gcd had cared for Ms be- 
lieving- cliild now for nearly four- 
score years. So the word -written on 
the wall of that 'banquet ball was 
the record of a test. Belshazzar's op- 
portunities of leading a godly life 
had been place'd in one scale and 
when the evil effects of the life he 
did lend were put in the other scale 
it had gone down like a flash. That 
was the inevitable result. He had 
been weighed in the balances and 
found wanting-.

We 
would not darfl for one instant to 
preach a sermon upon God's balances 
at Belshazzav's feast, unless we couM 
place the greatest emphasis upon this 
idea. 
It would be appalling TO de- 


pict ths horror of ti sinner's eternitj 
unless at the same time we could offej 
a pardon for all sins to all people if 
t-hey wmild only oil be willing1 to be 
cleansed 01 their sins in the blcod of 
the Lamb. I once read of a dramatic 
scene, whera there WHS not enough 
physical salvation to go around. It 
was on the deck cf the United States 
man-of-war Trenton, during the fa- 
mous cyclono in the Samoaii li.trbci1 


a few years p.£0. Every officer and 
sailor divested himself of all his 
outer garments, because every mo- 
ment they expected the huge ship LO 
p;o down, as many cf the other vessels 
had already 
been engulfed before 


their eyes. 
But though every man 


was making- all the necesravy prepa- 
rations he could, for what seemed 
the inevitable plunge, there was one 
life preserver 
fcr 
which no 
one 


seemed to have any particular use. 
It w.is the only life 
preserver 011 


board, and nobody wanted to take it 
and live aiul let his companions die. 
A sailor handed it up to the executive 
ofl\eer. 
The executive officer would 


not put it en, but handed it to the 
captain. The captain in turn handed 
it to 1.5ic admiral. The admiral re- 
Fusing to put it en, this life preserver 
was carlessly thrown across Uie rail 
of the bridge. 


"There it hung," said an eye-wit- 


ness, "a glowing tribute to the cour- 
age of men who were unwilling1 to be 
saved, if they 
knew thereby that 


their companions had to die.'' But 
though there may not be physical 
salvation enough to go around the 
whole crew of a doomed ship, yet, 
thank God, there is spiiitu-al salva- 
tion, enough for all the world if -we 
only will accept that salvation 
through the blood of Jesus Christ. 
There is no need of any Belshazzar 
of sin tod'ay being -found: wanting 
when he is weighed in uo'd's bal- 
ances if he will only let ths Cross of 
Jesus Christ be placed in the scale 
opposite to that which is piled 'high 
with his past sins. 


The entrace into Belshazzar's ban- 


quet hall of sin is not one. of unal- 
loyed joy. The poet tried to describe 
the wild exultation 
of that feast, 


when he imaginatively -wrote these 
words: 
Oh, ne'er in Babylon 'did bjaze a 


sight 


Mo re ri::hly 
grand, 
magnificently 


bright; 


Bearing his crown, and dressed in 


robe of state, 


Hig'h on 'Ms throne of g'old Belsltaz- 


zar sate; 


In shining -robes and stretching far 


away, 


Like billows quivering 'neath the 


sunset tt"ay, 


Chiefs, nobles, stood, the red lamps 


floating o'er 


The golden chains and purple robes 


they wore, 


But in all that vast tlirong there 


was many a sad heart, many a hope- 
less despair. 
To ma, Belshazzar's 


feast is better described by the airt- 
ist by vrhom I saw it pictured at Buf- 
falo, u. Y., in the "World's fair of 
1901. 
Ushered into ;a dark room, we 


sat there a while in total darkness. 
Then, by the magical effects of lights, 
it slowly 
became 'brighter, until, 


upon the side of the wall, >we coitld 
sae dim figures 'beg-in to form them- 
selves. 
They looked at first like 


hideous phantoms. 
Then, as it 'be- 


came lighter and lighter, until the 
whole room g-lo\ve:d with lig'ht, we 
sr.w the inside of a huge 
palace. 


There were the broad stairs leading 
upward. There were the bodies of 
men and women lying prostrate upon 
the floor, amid overturned tables 'and 
spilled decanters, and broken 'furni- 
ture. It was

but also a shocking scsne of filthy 
bestialities. 
In the center of the 


staircase stood the horrified king, 
with strained eyes looking at the let- 
ters of fire burning themselves into 
the wall, while off in the distance 
could be 
seen the Persian soldiers 


with drawn swords, ready to dilute 
the spilt wine with human gore, and 
to change the floor into a. reservoir 'of 
blood. Then the lights of the room 
began to dim, and it grew darker and 
darker, and 'blacker and blacker, un- 
til at last it seemed as tiiough we 
were incarcerated in the dungeons of 
the eternally lost and The destroyed. 
So, when the would-be sinner would 
enter the banquet hall of sin, he al- 
ways, goes there at first like one 
groping- about in the darkness, as 
fearing that he may be walking upon 
the edge of a precipice. He enters 
with horror and trembling, in terror 
and with tears. 
Then, in the mid- 


night hour of the carnival, the ban- 
queter in the hall 
of sin sees that 


fatal li.inclwriting 
upon 
the wall. 


You, 
oh, sinner, today see it. 
You 


see it with horrified eyes, as Bels'haz- 
ziu* saw it. 


A SOLEMN "WARNING. 


You see it written 'by the dead fin- 


gers of those who have lifted the 
same cup of death to their lips that 
you are liftiug at the present time. 


Then, as in the room where I saw the 
picture at the World's fair, J-DU feel 
that it begins to grow darker and 
darker. 
Th« light In the reveller's 


eyes can no longer keep your courage 
up. 
Already in that darkness you 


can see the advancing messengers of 
God's vengeance. It is horror at the 
opening of the banquet, it is horror 


i in the middle of the banquet, it will 
be unutterable horror at its close, 
when God shall finally say to you, oh 
sinnsr, 
"Thou art weighed in the 


balances, and art found wanting." 


So, in closing, as I plead with you 


to flee from the banquet hall of sin, 
I again invite you into the othei 
banquet hall, v.-here Christ the Di- 
vine BiIdegjODin is to be married to 
the Church, His Biide. I would in- 
vite you into 
that 
banquet hall 


which is filled -with, the great multi- 
tude of the Redeemed, I would earn- 
estly invite yon 
to come, because 


there is a vacant place tit that Gos- 
pel banquet table, which I am sure 
has been reserved for you. 
It is in 


the center of a group of your loved 
ones. It is rig-lit next to your- saint- 
ed mother and father, and wife and 
sister and child. 
And by the looks 


of your loved ones, I think they are 
waiting for you. 
Oh, sinner, 
are 


you ready today to leave the revellers 
of sin and to quaff the Water of Life, 
which will fit you for entrance among- 
the sainted hosts? Or shall you, as ii 
result of this spurned Gospel invita- 
tion, be weighed .in the balances and 
forever found wanting? God is even 
now holding high the balances. May 
every one of us, by the power o£ the 
Holy Spirit, decide how the balances 
of God shall be moved. May v/e de- 
cide that the scale of sin, through, 
the weight of ths Cross, shall g-o up, 
and not go down.

Large British and German detective 
staffs were on duty, and the junc- 
tions and the approaches to the sta- 
tions were closely watched and clear- 
ed of spectators during; the passage 
of the train. 


It -was raining heavily when Em- 


peror William left the train at Dov- 
er, whence, mounted on one of his 
own chargers, he rode to Shorncltffe 
camp,: accompanied by Lord Roberts 
and a'brilliant staff. 


Prior to starting for t!he camp Em- 


peror W-iMinm received three 
ad- 


dresses from representatives of local 
bodies, to all-of whom he replied sim- 
ply: 
"I thiink you very much for 


coming'to'1 seo me." 


His majesty arrived at the review 


ground at tfhe head, of the cavalcade, 
wibh Lord Rc'beTts at 'his side, and 
reviewed some 600 men ci his regi- 
ment.

down tihe line while torrents of rain 
were falling and in the teeth of a 
g-aie of wind. His majesty, however, 
keenly scrutinized the officers, men 
and horses.

After" the march past tihe dragoons 


formed a hollow square and Emperor 
William briefly addressed the regi- 
ment as follows:

EASY TO BUT POISON. 


William M. K. Olcott of counsel for 


the defense, w.is the next witness. 
He testified that on October 30 last 
he bought cyanide- of mercury at a 
drug- store in this city. "I went into 
tlie store and bought two chemicals'" 
said Mr. Olcott. 
"Then I asked fur 


some cyanide of mercury. 
The clevK 


asked me what I wanted it for.

told him 
for photographic experi- 


ments and he asked me if I knew it 
was a poison. 
I said I did and he 


gave me a small bottle full,"

by the finding in a pawnshop liere of 
the watches of Agues McPhee and 
Clara A. Morton, the two women who 
have been murdered in assault cases 
in this vicinity, the police are press- 
ing with all their energy to place, if 
possible, the responsibility for the 
crimes. It was state:! by the polic? 
that a negro employe-.' by the Mason 
family had gone away from the city 
and the police cannot ascertain where 
he is. It was a negro who pawned 
the Morton watch. 


The pawnbroker, O'oseph Nemser, 


in whose stora both the McPhee «nd 
Morton watches were found, was at 
police headquarters today aud 
re- 


peated his story about the watches, 
after which he started for the East 
Cambridge jail to see Mason, for the 
purpose of identifying him. Captain 
Dugan, of the bureau of criminal in- 
vestigation, said that Wemser 
ihad 


insisted that it was a. mulatto who 
offered Miss Morton's watch for sale 
Saturday night and that it was the 
same individual 
who broug-lit .the 


watch to the store on Monday and 
sold it for $4. 
He further stated 


that 'another negro, older, heavier 
and darker than the mulatto, joined 
the latter just-as he was receivingthe 
money. An apparent coincidence was 
noted today in connection witih the 
pawning of 'both the McPh.ee 
and 


Morton watches in that the address 
given in the McPhee case was S3 
Grove street and in the Morton case 
the same num'ber 23, in Greenwich 
street, was given. 


In probing the case at /Waverley 


the 'state .police have found evidence 
that MasciV'Trad made at least two 
attempts to have women meet liim 
at night at "The Oaks," n, section of 
the Metropolitan Park reservation 
not far from-^the HJeLean Insane asy- 
lum, where Mason was 'a patient and 
on the grounds of which Miss Morton

At the jail Mason was placed among 
six other men and Nemssr carefully 
scrutinized each one. He picked :out 
one man as the "person who pawned 
the watch, :dut it was not Mason.
